Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants use of the phrases sulfonamide based material and dicarboxyl based 
material renders the claims indefinite. It cannot be determined with certainty whether 
these materials are limited to species with the provided chemical structure or 
encompass any species which may be remotely "based" on the structure.
